Navy Warns 
to Expect 10% 
Casualty Rate

Washington, March 3 — (IP) — A 


grim warning to expect a 10 per 
cent casualty rale in Navy person- 
nel was lajd before Congress and 
the nation today as Secretary of 
the Navy Knox disclosed an oper- 
ating force plan calling for a Navy 
"big enough to dominate all seas 
over the world" 


The solemn Navy estimate thai 


it would lose, and have to replace, 
one man out of each ten — ki'led 
or wounded — came as Knox and

Knox's outline of the Navy's "op-

House Subcommittee on Naval Ap- 
propriations as il comploled work 
on a new $4,000,000,000 supplemen- 
tal Naval spending bill

"Our losses are light. The battle

Allied Flying Fortresses and Lib-

was little activity in the central

Allied troops beat . back 
small 


thrusts by the Axis in Northern Tu- 
nisia, spokesmen said, while Allied 
planes bombed and shot up enemy 
troop concentrations 
at

points, knocked down

Axis 


fighters and a bomber and heavi- 
ly attacked Tunis and the nearby 
harbor of La Goulette. 


Heavy artillery of the American 


supported 
British 
First 
Army 


shelled enemy positions, Axis 
in- 


fantry and vehicles advancing on 
the road four miles east of Sed- 
jenane, 12 miles from the coast, 
and the enemy 
withdrew after 


losing four armored cars. 


Another small 
infantry 
attack 


was thrown back five miles north- 
east of Medjez-ElBab. A half doz- 
en tanks approached Beja, Midway 
between Sedjenane 
and 
Mdjez- 


ElBab, but two were wrecked and 
the others vvithdrew. 


Hurricane bombers 
and 
Spit- 


fires ranging over the front de- 
stroyed a number of vehicles and 
tanks near the Axis base at Sidi 
Bouzid, at Mateur and above Be- 
ja. Observers said direct hits were 
scored on enemy buildings and a 
farmhouse containing Axis troops. 


Two waves of Flying Fortresses, 


attacking simultaneously, smashed 
at the inner and outer harbor of 
Tunis. Crewmen said they scored 
hits on the docks, a warehouse, 
and industrial areas. At La Guo- 
Ictte hits were made on the dock 
yard and drydock. 


The fortresses were escorted by 


Lightning 
and 
Spitfires. 
The 


bombers destroyed three of a flight 
of from 10 to 15 attacking German 
fighters'. On the way back a Brit- 
ish fighter pilot, Flying Officer A. 
H. Jupp, sgihtcd a Messerschmitt 
109 and shot it to pieces.

2 
ration book would be used and that 
meat rations probably would run 
about 1 3-4 pounds per person a 
week. 


Price Administrator

Brown told reporters plans 
to 


start rationing of meats, cheese 
and other commodities would be 
discussed al a press conference 
later in Ihe day. 


As disclosed some weeks a g o , 


cheese will be rationed together 
with meat because of its usefulness 
as a meat substitute, while but- 
ter, margarine, and cooking fats 
and oils will be grouped 
for ra- 


tioning 
because

changeability.

Salient Before 
Moscow Wiped 
Out by Retreat 


—Europe 


London, March 3 —W)— The Ger- 


man high command in a commun- 


j ique broadcast by the Berlin radio 


announced today the evacuation of 
the town of Rzhev, 130 miles west 
and slightly north of Moscow, say-' 
ing German forces withdrew ac- 
cording to plan in order to short- 
en the front line. 


The announcement of the Rzhev 


evacuation was read over the radio 
first as a DNB dispatch and about 
10 minutes later a cryptic message 
was read saying that 
this 
had 


been "withdrawn." 


About a half hour later, however, 


the original announcement was re- 
pealed, this time the source being 
given as a communique. 


London military 
sources 
de- 


clined to speculate on just where; 
the shortened line might be estab- 
lished but some observers said they 
thought it might go back to Smo- 
lensk .establishing a front running 
northwest from Smolensk to Vel- 
ikie Luki and southeast to Bryansk; 


As long ago as Aug. 31 the Rus- 


sians announced that 
they 
had 


crossed the upper Volga west of 
Rzhev and pushed on, all but sur- 
rounding the city but leaving it at 
the tip of a very narrow salient 
pointing at Moscow. 


At that time Rzhev, a 12th cen- 


tury city, was virtually in ruins 
with houses burned and brick and 
stone buildings 
mostly battered 


down, Moscow dispatches said.- 


The standing walls served a ma- 


chine-gun and artiller poitions for 
the heavily fortified Germans who 
fought stubbornly.

ADDITION TO THE TAX FOR 
DELAY IN FILING RETURNS 
In the event of failure to make 


and file an income tax return as re- 
quired by law within the prescrib- 
ed time, a certain percent of the 
amount of the tax is required to 
be added to the tax unless failure to 
file the return within the prescrib- 
ed time is shown to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner to be due to 
reasonable cause and not to willful 
neglect. 


The amount to be added to the 


tax is 6 per cent if the failure is for 
not more than 30 days, with an 
additional 5 per cem for each addi- 
tional 30 days or fraction thereof 


during which failure to file a re- 
turn continues, not .to exceed 25 
per cent in the aggregate. 


A taxpayer who files a tardy re- 


turn and wishes to avoid the addi- 
tion to the lax for delinquency must 
make an affirmative showing of 
all facts, alleged as a reasonable 
cause for failure to file the return 
on time, in the form of an affidavit 
which should be attached to the. 
return. 
Alleged ignorance of the 


law does not constitute reasonable 
cause for delinquency. 


Taxpayers should make every ef- 


- j fort to file their returns within the 
i-' time prescribed by law and thus 


avoid the possibility of the addi- 
tions to the tax for delinquency in 
filing returns.

Some- 
times they are inland air 
bases, 


staffed by hundreds of men.

or town where there is a Red Cross 
club. 


The girl-crews operate 
from a 


central point from which they can 
cover five or(six of the isolated out- 
posts. Rising at 6 a. m., they mix 
their doughnut batter, start coffee 
urns boiling and head for the sta- 
tion to be visited that day. If pos- 
sible, they visit two posts a day.

destination, 
the 


doughnuts are cooked to the tune of 


the latest phonograph records, ac- 
companied by the "hurry, hurry, 
hurry" calls from impatient sol- 
diers.

Although many of the clubmo- 


biles are already in operation, ad- 
ditional units will be outfitted from 
funds obtained through the $125,- 
000,000 Red Cross 1943 War Fund. 
Red Cross officials plan to have 48 
of the clubmobiles, named for the 
48 United States, in Great Britain. 
Twenty-five more will be sent to 
North Africa.
